TRAVELING NOTES.

It is difficult to realize at once the great 
contrasts which distinguish this ancient 
burgh from its neighbors inside of Sandy ;

Having long outgrown the period when 
one is ambitious to make brilliant para- 
graphs, my present mental “concern” will 
be fully satisfied by a note or two illustra- 


tive of the general proposition. ~Contrast 


the street-plan of Philadelphia with the 
street-chaos of Boston, or with the street- 
jumble of the original town of New York! 
Here, the wayfaring man though a fool— 
yea, though three fools—cannot lose bim- 
self. If he sets out from his tavern to find 
427 Chestnut street (starting from 9th and | 
Chestnut) he has only to pause between 
4th and Sth. If his next errand be at 1230 
Walnut, it is simply needful to step into 
the first street car, for it passes down Chest- 
nut to First street, and thence around to 
and up Walnut. He will find 1200 and 
odd just beyond 12th street. 

If next he is called to 700-and something 
on North Tenth. street, he knows he will 
find it just seven blocks north of Market 
street; if thence to 500 and odd South 
Sixth, it will be five blocks south of Mar- 
ket: and the street cars run up Second and 


down Fourth, up Third and down Fifth, and |

But Mr. Pixley 
strongly intimates in his card, his conviction 
that if the intellectual, moral and. business 
qualifications of the different candidates 
shall be fairly canvassed—if the services 
they have heretofore rendered to the Union 
party, their availability before the people, 
the probability of their strict adherence to 
the principles of the Union. party, their in- 
tegrity and fidelity in the State administra- 
tion—if all these points be fully and fairly 
considered, there can be no doubt’ (in his 
mind) that he towers, like Saul of Benja- 
min, head and shoulders above all competi- 
tors. It may be so; but some of us have 
not yet wholly: lost our appreciation of 
modesty, and we cannot exactly believe 
that this people have done so, who have 
seen it to be so eminently characteristic of 
their two most-trusted leaders in the trying 
times of the rebellion, the martyred Presi- 


‘dent and the General-in-Chief of our armies. 


Does not every village politician elec-

‘The great work which the Bible House is now } 
engaged upon, is the Arabic Scriptures. Some 
idea of the vast amount of labor employed upon it 
may be inferred when we learn that the type from 
which the book is to be printed had to be mann- 
factured in this house. No type-founder in New 
| York or the United States would undertake so 
costly and delicate a job as the casting of a font of 
Arabic type. 


In all Europe it could not be obtained, and when 


the American Bible Society has finished a set of. 
electro-type plates of the Arabic Scriptures, the 
British Bible Society will purchase a set, and one 
will be sent to Syria. One hundred and twenty 
| millions of human beings speak and read this lan- 
guage. For over a year and a half the work upon 
this Bible has been in progress, and it is confi- | ~ 
dently expected that by next July it will be com- 
pleted—a triumph of American genius and ease & 
olence. | 
The ssthenated cost of four sets of plates for the 
whole Arabic Bible is not less than $45,000. The 
work of translation was begun in 1847 and and not 
finished until August, 1864. Then all the steel 
punches, matrices, and electrotype plates had to be 
made at the Bible House, and the first plate was | _ 
not ready to, be electrotyped until March, 1866. 
Compositors had to be instructed in the art of set- 
ting up the type, which at best is a slow process, a 
good workman only being able to put up about }: 
forty lines per day. Six compositors are at _ 
upon the book. 


The manufacture of a font of this type is no 


light undertaking. There are in the Arabic lan- 
guage about thirty fundamental letters and‘sixteen | 
accents, as they are called.

New Vecerasrte.—A new kind of 
radish has lately been introduced into Eng- 
land. Its botanical name is raphanus can- 
datus. In growth-and appearance it resem- 
bles the common radish. The seeds were 
first received from India at the Botanical 
Gardens, Edinburgh, in April, 1865; and 

4 the plants were exhibited in July of the 
same year. The plants grow very rapidly, 
flowering seven weeks after planting. The 
petals are whitish, tipped with purple, and 
traversed with purple veins. Each plant 
has from eighteen to twenty seed-vessels, 
which grow-two feet nine inches long ; vary- 
ing in color from green to purple. These 
seed-pods, it is said, grow three inches in 
one night—some quite straight, others are 
twisted and curled in all directions; and 
such is their weight that the plant requires 

support. It is these seed-pods which are 
the edible portion of the plant. They are 
much more delicate in flavor than the com- 
mon esculent radish root, with a little more. 
pungency. They may be eaten raw or as 
salad, or in a pickle. As a cooked vegeta- 
ble, it is treated after the manner of aspara- 
gus, which it resembles in flavor. It will, 
no doubt, prove a valuable addition to the 
list of table vegetables.

S. Dewey in the New York Horticulturist, 
that red cedar posts may protect grape vines 
trained around them, from mildew. Col. 
Dewey says his vines trained on these posts, 
have been exempt from mildew and insects ;

New Vecrraste.—A new kind of 


radish has lately been introduced into Eng- 
land. Its botanical name is raphanus can- 
datus. In growthand appearance it resem- 
bles the common radish. The seeds were 
first received from India at the Botanical 
Gardens, Edinburgh, in April, 1865; and 
the plants were exhibited in July of the 
same year. The plants grow very rapidly, 
flowering seven weeks after planting. The 
petals are whitish, tipped with purple, and 
traversed with purple veins. Each plant 
bas from eighteen to twenty seed-vessels, 
which grow two feet nine inches long ; vary- 
ing in color from green to purple. These 
‘seed-pods, it is said, grow three inches in 
one night—some quite straight, others are 
twisted and curled in all directions; and 
. such is their weight that the plant requires 
support. It is these séed-pods which are 
the edible portion of the plant. They are 
much more delicate in flavor than the com- 
mon esculent radish root, with a little more | 
Pungency. They may be eaten raw or as 
salad, or in a pickle. As a cooked vegeta- 
ble, it is treated after the manner of aspara- 
gus, which it resembles in flavor. It will, 
no doubt, prove a valuable addition to the 
list of table vegetables. The seeds were

Just how, as for some time past, engross- 
ing the attention of a large class of business 
men, involving considerable ‘interests, has 


have- unearthed a record of the origin of 
the express business in the United States. 
‘A verbal narrative at the mouth of ‘a gen- 
tleman who spoke of his own 
fell in my way at Philadelphia. He said: 
“In 1841-2, the postage between New 
York and ‘Philadelphia was twelve and a 
half centiifor a packet weighing not more 
than a guarter of an ounce. The Federal 
Statute then, as now, protected.to the Gov- 
ernment a monopoly of letter-carrying' at 
these high’ rates.. A shrewd Yankee or 
Dutchman (I forget his descent) conceived 
the idea of running an express for ‘ valuable 
packages, at the rate of five cents per 
quarter ounce. His rate. became popular 
of his bage.of ‘valuable pack- 
ages’ grew plethoric as ‘his’ purse, which 
soon held fortane. His messetigers left 
each city on an evening ‘boat, arriving next 
morning. ‘OF ‘course his pseudonym was
